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Jack Ruby's 
Goods Sold, 
Safe Stolen

ATOKNS (Tex.) - (UPI) 
— The furnishings of Jack 
Ruby’s nightclub, from li- 
quor cabinets to filing cabi- 
nets — everything but the 
backroom safe — were sold 
yesterday at a public auc- 
tion. 

Ruby was owner of the 
fcarousel Club in Dallas on 
the day — Nov. 23, 1963 — 
that he shot and killed presi- 
dential assassin Lee Harvey 
Oswald in the basement of 
the Dallas City Jail. 

Ruby died of cancer on 
Jan. 3, 1967, wliile awaiting 
a second murder trial. He 
was convicted of Oswald’s 
murder on March 14, 1964, 
but the conviction was re- 
versed Oct. 5, 1966. 

The office safe was stolen 
Thursday night. L. J. Ware, 
who ran the auction, said he 
did not know what was In 
the safe and had made an 
agreement never to try to 
open it before it was sold at 
the auction. He said he In- 
tended to buy it at the auc- 
t!on and offered a $300 re- 
ward for its return. 
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
